There was a fair-sized attendence 
at the ‘Patriotism and Produc- 
tion’’ conference held in the Opera 
House last Thursday afternoon. 

Peter MacLean, secretary of the 
Gleichen District Agricultural As- 
sociation and-secretary-treasurer 0! 
the Town Council presided. He 
thought the hour was a little early 
for opening so important a meeting 
when he introduced the speakers 
and proved correct in that before 
the close there was a very fair rep- 
resentation of farmers and citizens 
present. Speaking of patriotism 
he pointed out that 12,000 from 
the province had answered the call 
ito the front. Those at home must 
rise and do their part. He had no 
‘time for the stay-at-home kicker: 
it was time they {got out and did 

‘something. Follow the plow if 
mecessary and produce to the added 
wealth of the country. He could 
become a patriot as well asthe 
man who went to the front. 

W. H. Fairfield, head ‘of the 
Lethbridge Experimental Farm, 
said that he thought that much 
more good would come from the 
the gathering if this was taken as a 
conference. He had no set speech. 

The patriotic and economic rea- 
sons for increased production he 
- would leave to others. We muat, 
he said jncrease off production not 
only. for patriotic reasons, but also 
for the increased prices that doj and 
are bound to exist ‘for sometime, as 
he’ was sure this war would not 
end this year. To accomplish an 
increased production it must be 
gone about in the right way. To 
the lay mind the call for increased 
production ‘seemed quite simple on 
account of the large amount of un- 
cultivated land. The trouble with 
the west he said, was that to’ many 
chances have been taken and we 
have tried to sow as much as we 
can. However, the condition this 
year was so serious we must confine 
ourselves to better rather than more 
extensive farming and be sure of a 
crop, 

Farmers, he said, received more 
advive than any other. All know 
why he fails, why he is not pros- 
perous. He was not going to lay 
down the law in any dictatorial 
manner. He had however, experi- 
ment much and the farmers might 
benefit by his experiments. 

Heo realized after 1914 that the 
basis of our district is the summer 
fallow. This is anold subject and 
js: harped on much. We cannot 
farm successful in this part without 
at. A few important points about 
jit: Summer fallow saves moisture. 
We do not get enough during the 
syear and summer fallow saves two 
syears’ rain-fall and summer fallow 
‘success depends on the amount of 
moisture carried over. No matter 
what foreign vegitation is on the 
Jand we will get some kind of crop 
from summer fallow. His experi- 
ments show that early plowings 
produce the heaviest yields, The 
reason is that the vegetation uses up 
the available moisture in late plow- 
ing. After plowing it is just as im- 
portant to keep all vegetation down 
during the summer, 

E. 8. Archibald, manager of the 
Live Stock branch of the experi- 
mental farm-at Ottawa, gave a 
very interesting and lengthy address 
on livestock, poultry and imple- 

ments and other subjects of general 
interest to the farmers, + which

Dominion ‘rain Acre: 


farmers in Canada will be engaged 
upon the work of seeding the great- 
4st acreage which has ever been 
given over to the production of 
grain in the history of the Domin- 
ton, While statistics portraying 
the actual increase in area will not 
he given until the federal authori- 
ties a’ Ottawa compile in the late 
spring the reports from their corres 

pondents on work done, the find- 
ings of investigations which hav 
ulready been completed point clear- 
ly to the conclusion that the addi- 
tions throughout the Western prov- 
inces, at least, will be very consid 

‘rable in extent. Officials of the 
Canadian North ern recently finish 
ad a survey of fall plowing along 
the lines of that company in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
Che figures which were sent in, of 
course deal with the ©.N.R. only, 
but they may be taken as an indi- 
cation of the manner in which the 
farmers west of the Great Lakes 
have responded to the call for a 
greater production of foodstuffs in 
Canada, Five hundred and thirty- 
nine agents contributed to the re- 
port in order that it would be 
thoroughly representative of the 
territory served. © ‘ 

Altogether, along : the Canadian 
Northern linea: rhe prairie ~ prov- 
inces he increase, inay be averaged 
at forty per cent. The figures give 
a total acreage plowed last fall of 
6,181,876 acres. This is an in- 
crease of 1,766,108 acres over the 
preceeding year. Figured at 21,38 
bushels to the acre—the flat average 
of the yield in western provinces in 
1914 for wheat, oats and barley— 
the grain yield from fall-plowed 
lands along the Canadian Northern 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, would be 132,157,818,88 
bushels. On the yield basis of last 
year the increased acreage would 
produce 37,759,389.04 bushels 
But 1914 was an off year for grain 
production in the West, and that 
average will probably be exceeded in 
1915, 

The largest acreage repo rted from 
any one station was Star City, in 
the black loam district in N orthern 
Saskatchewan, It was given as 
110,000 and the increase over last 
year as 40 per cent. Naisberry, 
close to Star City, reported 75,000 
acres, Melfort, nearby on the same 
line, claimed an increare of 100 per 
cent. Rosthern reported an in. 
crease of 300 per cent over last 
year. Duck Lakes 50,000 acres is 
an increase of 75 per cent. To the 
north, Hafford, on the new line 
connecting the cities of Prince Al- 
bert and North Battleford, reported 
72,000 acres, an area 95 per cent 
greater than in 1918. To the 
south, in Saskatchewan, Delisle, on 
the Saskatoon-Calgary line, report- 
ed 88,000 acres, which is an in- 
crease of 80 percent. Marshall, 
on the main line towards the Alber- 
ta boundary returned 50,000 acres. 
In Alberta the town of Hannah re- 
ported 40,000 acres, an increase of 
20 per cent, Craigmyle, close to 
Calgary, reported 40,000 acres, and 
Delia, the next station 47,000 which 
is an increase of 200 per cent, 
Two towns on the same line, closer 
to the Saskatchewan Alberta line— 
Ceral and Chinook—report 15,000 
acres each, In the former the in- 
crease is given at 1,400 per cent, 
while at the latter place there was 
no fall plowing done in 1913,

creases, At Morris, in Manitoba, 
the acreage is given at 80,000 and 
the increase 35 per cont. At Glad- 
stone, there are 20,000 acres, which 
represent a 25 per cent increase, 
At Spirling in the Carman sub. 
division, the agent reports 40,000 
which is an increase of 15 per cent. 
At Dunrea in the Hartney District 
the figures jump to 70,000 which 
represents an increase of 70 yer 
cent. Kipling reports 75,000 an 
increase of 90 per cent. As these 
are the conspicuous returns only, it 
is apparent that Canada is doing 
her allotted part of the task which 
is at present confronting ths Em-

The movement for a larger Poland 
takes new strength from the forma- 
tion of a national council at Warsaw, 
and from the stirring manifesto just 
issued in its name by the Polish 
leaders, Count Pygmunt Wielpolski at 
their head. The Poles are now in the 
full tide of war, and with the excep- 
tion of some of their brethren in Gal- 
jcia, have unreservedly thrown in 
their lot with the Allies. As a race 
they belong to conflicting jurisdictions. 
There are 4,000,000 in Prussia alone, 
west and east. Austria also hag her 

share, 

Geographically complex, the prob- 
lem of “unifying” Poland is also polit- 
jcally difficult, far at this moment its 
solution waits on the outcome of the 
war and the goodwill of Russia, That 
its people are already unified by suf- 
ferings in common is plainly the con- 
viction of the national council, In 
two territories they have felt the heavy 
hand of the oppressor. Of course, it 
is the Russian tyrant of whom we 
have heard most. His ruthless sup- 
pressions of insurrection are still 


served up in our historical text books, |

Rise in Food Prices in England 

Food prices have advanced twenty 
per cent. in England since the out- 
break of the war, according to pre- 
liminary reports presented to a parlia- 
mentary investigating committee. 

Suiflering among the poor has been 
further increased, investigators re- 
ported, by wholesale reductions in 
salaries. Among the poorer clisses 
who are forced to live on a few 
shillings a week, the food question 
is acute, 

Oges lave advanced six cents a 
dozen since the outbreak of the war; 
bread, three cents on a four pound 
loaf; beef, mutton and bacon, four 
to six cents a pound, and tea four 
cents, 

‘The government's demands upon 
the nation’s fuel supply has in- 
creased the price of coal nearly $1.50 
a ton,

advantage of the splendid opportuni- 
ties now offered for developing a large 
export trade. Prices both in Canada 
and abroad for practically all kinds of 
meats and dairy produce are very 
high, and war conditions have accent- 
uated the shortage of supply. On 
the other hand, Canadian farmers 
have not by any means kept pace 
with the increased demands from 
consumers at home, and the opening 
up of the United States market 
through the taking off of the duty 
against Canadian cattle has been fol- 
lowed by the export of millions of 
dollars’ worth of prime cattle, leaving 
stocks now on hand at a very low 
ebb. In Western Canada, especially, 
there has been a very severe decreas 
in breeding stock. Canada hag be- 
come a jarge importer of beef, mut- 
ton and hog products, although con- 
ditions in the Dominion should make 
instead for the development of a large 
export business, 

During the first ten months of last 
year Canada imported 112,238 sheep 
and 4,015,152 pounds of mutton and 
lamb, The imports of hog products 
for the same period amounted to 567,- 
675 pounds of fresh, chilled and frozen 
pork and 8,340,210 pounds of pork 
barreled in brine. During the same 
ten months there were imported 1,- 
643,728 pounds of fresh, chilled and 
frozen beef, and 996,837 pounds of 
beef salted in barrels, 

On the other hand, exports of some 
of these commodities are showing 
large increases, The trade in hams 
and bacon, which is now being de- 
veloped with Great Britain, and toa 
less extent with the eastern United 
States, promises to become of stead- 
ily increasing importance. Packevs 
now state that with a price of seven 
cent hogs to the farmers they can 
successfully ¢ompete with Denmarix 
in the British market. “Our export of 
hams and bacon to Great Britain and 
to the eastern United States during 
the first ten month. of 1914 amount- 
ed to 19,526,384 pounds, and is now 
increasing rapidly month by month, 
The chief danger seen by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is in the deplet- 
ing of the breeding supplies, and an 
educational campaign to induce more 
widespread and vigorous efforts to- 
wards stock raising in all the proy- 
inces is now being undertaken. 


Radium as a Fertilizer 


Has Not Yet, However, Been Used 
Extensively For This Purpose 

If you happen to have any radium 
about the farm it may Le wel! to re- 
member that a British scientist, J 
Thome Baker, has found that it may 
be used to increase the yield of 
crops. 

Anyhow le has found that when a 
little over grain of radium is put 
in a ton soil, wheat sown in it 
will sprout a week sooner and be six 
inches high when the check plot is 
only four inches high, ° 

Pretty soon the rolltop desk farm- 
ers will be telling us that radium is 
a fertilizer; but, of course, it is only 
a stimulant which enables the crop 
to take more out of the ground with- 
out putting anything in. 

In view of the fact thet there are 
only 12 grains of radium in existence 
—commercially spexking—the mat- 
ter isn’t very important to the farm- 
er. 

And yet 


it must be remembered 
that there are considerable amounts 
of mineral matter which carry very 
small quantities of radium, and one 
of these days agents may be about 
the country trying to sell it tc us for 
our crops. 

It might be well to remember that 
scarcely any of the immense claims 
set up regarding the use of radium 
have as yet received justification. 


Just Ordinary Rains 


Experiments Disprove Theory That 
Precipitations From Heavens 
Can Be Produced by Gun 


Fire 

So far as the records are available 
the rain accompanying or immediately 
following great battles is not unlike 
that which might have been expected 
in the course of natural events, says 
a writer in the Popular Science Month- 
ly. Bearing in mind the fact, already 
stated, that throughout large areas 
rain occurs on an average once in 
three or four days, and also the sub- 
jective fact that rain associated with 
July 1 celebrations or with battles 
would doubtless not have been remem- 
bered had it not been for such associ- 
ations, the hypothesis appears to have 
no foundation. 

In 1892 the United States govern- 
ment disproved the idea by experi- 
ments in which violent explosions of 
oynamite were produced within clouds 
by means ol kites and balloons, a 
no rain folowing as a direct or evyon 
as an indirect result, The practice, 
still followed in various Huropear 
countries, of attempting to prevent 
hail by bombarding approaching 
clouds or of projecting vortex rings 
of smoke upward, also is without 
scientific basis. The relatively feeble 
convectional currents resulting from 
these artificial attempts to influence 
the weather are too meagre to have 
any appreciable effect upon the mas- 
sive convection accompanying storms

BANKS MAY LOAN MONEY ON GRAIN ~ 


An Ottawa dispatch says that Huon, W. T. White, 
finance minister, has given notice of an important amend- 
ment, which 4s only temporary and will only be in force 
until August 1st, will permit banks to loan money for the 
purchase of seed grain upon the security of the grain pur- 
chased. ‘The crop is to be grown from such seed and the 
grain threshed from such crops. At present banks can 
only loan money against grain on warehouse receipts. The 
resolution ig as follows: 

‘Resolved, that itis expedient to amend the bank 
act by permitting the chartered banks up to the firet day 
of August, 1915, to lend money for the pyrchase of seed 
grain purchased, the crop to be grown therefrom, and the 
grain threshed from the crop, and that any act founded on 
this resolution be deemed 
March 15th, 1916.”

THE PATRIOTISM OF THE BANKS 


Some of our patriotism must begin at home, and as. 
C. W. Rowley, manager Canadian Bank of Commerce at 
Winnipeg, put it the other day, let those of us who are 
compelled to furnish the home patriotism so conduct our- 
selves that, after the war, the returning soldiers will feel as 
proud of us as we shall feel proudof them. The first re- 
quisite of our hyme patriotism is keeping the wheels of 
commerce moving in order that there may bea minimum 
of unemployment, And here is a great opportunity for 
the chartered banks of Canada to pisplay their loyalty and 
to make the people of Canada proud of them. By the 
granting of legitimate loins, the banks, especially those 
in Western Canada, will fulfil their bounden duty aud will 
confer a benefit on the country that will have tasting 
effects. With the banks patriotic aid the prairies can play 
their part in achieving the destiny of the British Empire, 
and even without this help they can show their pluck and. 
take a prominent part in the upbuilding of the Dominion 


THE SCARCITY OF FOOD PROBLEM 


The Austrian Government is reported to have or- 
dered all land owners to see that every available inch of 
ground is planted with grain. Should this report be true, 
it will indicate that there is some good statesmanship in 
that country. The remedy for famiue or threatened fam- 
ine is to increase the food supply, and to do this, more food 
must be raised, which requires use of land. But land be- 
ing the private property of certain individuals, to force it 
into use requires action on the part of the government and 
this the Austrian government, according to reports, is wise 
enough to have taken. ( 

But it should not have required a war or an arbi- 
trary command by someone in authority to bring this land 
into use. It is just as important in times of peace as in 
times of war that, so long as a single human want remains 
unsupplied, the natural resources of the country be used 
to supply it. Had this been the governments policy be- 
fore the war started, there would not now have been danger 
of scarcity, even if there would have been war. 

It is just as important in other countries than Aus- 
tria that unsupplied human wants should not co-exist with 
unused natural resources and involuntarily unemployed 
men, yet that very situation exists in this country today. 
We have the unemployed men, a scareity of products ag 
shown in the high cost of living, and unused natural re- 
sources, 4 

It ia neither necessary nor desirable that this situa- 
tion be met by un arbitrary order to land owners to put 
their unused lands to some use. A much better way is to 
make withholding of land from use unprofitable. How 
todo it? That is becoming a familiar story. Let the 
government use its taxing power,

The Toronto “Globe” had an article 
on January 26th describing the policy 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway with 
respect to the purchase of “Made-in—

the most* enthusiastic and consistent 
supporters of the purchase of their 
supplies wherever possible in Canada, 
They know that by spending their 
money in Canada it will come back 
to Canadians and to them quickest, 


Helps Workmen 

To quote the “Globe” article: 
“From the time the steel works at 
the Canadian Soo started as a young 
industry to make steel rails, the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company has 
been a consistent customer of that 
institution, It has bought rails on the 
other side of the line only when sup- 
plies were not available on this side, 
and, sometimes, has paid a higher 
price in the patronizing of home in- 
dustry. But the C.P.R. looked at the 
proposition in this way: that by. buy- 
ing steel rails from the Canadian Soo 
{t helped materially in the mainten- 
ance of several hundred workmen, 
whose ~ economic welfare, in turn, 
meant traffic to the railway which 
carried supplies of various kinds to 
their town. ’ 

Agitation Is Necessary 

In short, the purpose of the ‘Made- 
in-Canada’ movement ig told in that 
commercial relationship which exists 
between the C.P.R. and the Canadian 
steel industry. Just now it is very 
necessary that every wholesale and 
retail establishment through which 
the consuming public must purchase 
their supplies of food, clothjng, and 
shelter should sell, in the largest 
measure possible, goods made in Can- 
ada. The Globe already has endeavor- 
ed to show that the salesman has a 
more practical part to play in the 
furtherance of home industry than 
the purchaser, If the whbdlesale and 
retail trade of the country would un- 
dertake, in honor bound, to sell Can- 
adian-made articles instead of those 
of foreign manufacture, wherever the 
former were available, and thus to 
develop the Canadian character of 
their stocks to the utmost, all the 
agitation urging the consuming public 
to buy ‘Made-in-Canada” goods would 
be unnecessary.”

CRITICISM LEVELED 
AT “MADE-IN-CANADA” 


Who Is Most Loyal—the Man Who 
Pays the Duty or the Man Who 
Provides Work? 
Nothing succeeds like success! The 
“Made-in-Canada” appeal has been so 
all-pervading during the past few 
months that it has stirred up critic- 
ism here and there among some Can- 
adians. This is perhaps the best 
tribute possible to the compelling 
force of the movement, which has 
swept over Canada since the war be- 
gan. If the propaganda for the pur- 
chase of products made by Canadian 
workmen in Canadian factories was 
lacking in strength or logic, if it was 
not meeting with a ready response 
from the great majority of Canadian 
consumers, no one would pay any 
attention to it. It would perish of 
neglect. It becomes interesting, 
therefore, to note some of the isolated 
objections that have been raised 
against it. 
Not a Huge Monster 

The commonest criticism runs 
something like this: That the pur- 
chaser who buys a foreign-made 
article pays a certain sum of money 
in the form of customs duties on it. 
This money goes to the National 
Treasury, helps run the country and 
helps keep our soldiers on the firing 
line. Whereas if the purchaser buys 
“Made-in-Canada” product no duty 
flows into the National Treasury, and 
according to the theory of the critics 
an amount corresponding to the cus- 
toms duties is pocketed by the manu- 
facturer in the form of increased 
profits. Those who take this position 
cannot see beyond the manufacturer. 
That is their difficulty. To them the 
captain of industry is an obsession. 
They regard him as a huge monster, 
reaching out for every dollar that the 
Canadian consumer has in his pocket, 
and thinking nothing of the welfare 
of Canada or her citizens as a whole, 

The Case of Plows 

-One Western farmer has written a 
letter to a prominent Western farm 
paper explaining that he bought an 
American-made plow because the duty 
on it would go to the Government. 
Has this correspondent no regard for 
the thousand workmen or so who 
would be employed in the Canadian 
plow ¢ompany, whose goods he re- 
jected in favor of the foreign article? 
Do_they do nothing for Canada?,Are 
they of no value to the community 
in which they are working and spend. 
ing their wages? Are they not con- 
tributing through their daily pur- 
chases just as large a portion of our 
national revenue as is the farmer? 

In the transaction in question this 
particular farmer paid, we will say, 
$8 to the Dominion Government in the 
form of duty. A Canadian plow fac- 
tory the writer has in mind in a 
Western Ontario town would probably 
average 1,000 employes, whose aver- 
age wage would be $60 per month, 
or $720 per year, Every dollar of 
this income is spent in Canada, It is 
spent for food and clothing, house 
furnishings, etc., some of which will 
necessarily have to be imported, and 
on which duty will be paid. Assum- 
ing that the average employe only 
pays 2 per cent. of hig. income out 
in the form of customs duties or $15 
in round numbers in a year, we have 
a contribution from the’employes of 
this factory alone of $15,000 to the 
national exchequer. 

A Bad Example 

“If every farmer followed the ex- 
ample of our correspondent and 
bought a plow made in United States 
there would be no plow factories in 
Canada, and not only the $15,000 con- 
tributed to the national revenue by 
this one firm’s employes would be 
lost, but also thousands of dollars by 
the employes of other plow and im- 
plement factories, which would be 
forcéd to close down through lack of 
business. And what of the trades- 
men who supplied these Canadians 
with the necessities of life, and the 
mechanics who ‘uilt their homes, 
paved their streets and operated their 
‘vansportation systems? What of the 
doctors, lawyers, school teachers and 
clergymen who minister to their so- 
cial and spiritual needs, 

It is a peculiar strain of patriotism 
that would impel a Canadian to-day 
to send his money to a foreign country 
for a foreign product, to build foreign 
workshops, to develop foreign towns 
and cities, and increase prosperity in 
a foreign country at a time when his 
fellow citizens are suffering from lack 
of employment, when there are bread- 
lines in some of our cities, and when 
we are straining our national re- 
sources as never before to keep the 
wheels of industry turning and the 
Ship of State on an even keel, This 
is not a time for individual choice 
and action, It is a time for national 
Keep the workmen in 
Canadian plow factories employed. 
Busy workmen will keep our national 
revenue buoyant and achieve the ob- 
ject which our Western friend had in 
view when he bought the foreign plow.

be sent to the front as dumb but 
noble “brothers and sisters of mercy,” 

It has become »# favorite occupa- 
tion of the upper ses to indulge 
in this highly serviceable and hu- 
manitarian work, The dogs are 
being trained not only to search for 
the wounded on the deserted hattle- 
fields and to deliver bandage mater- 
ial and first aid medicaments, but 
also to warm them and revive them 
in case of unconsciousness. 


In view of the advent of the sharp | 


wintry cold, which 
in the eastern than in the western 
theatre of war, with its attendant 
frost, avalanches and blizzards, the 
discovery and guccour of the wound- 
ed soldiers must be effected in the 
shortest possible period as three or 
four hours’ contact with snow laden 
and frost bitten soil will often suf- 
fice to prove fatal to the wounded 
and helpless soldier, 

In addition to this, the conditions 
of modern warfare are such as to 
make it frequently necessary for the 
soldier to advance towards the en- 
emy’s position unde, fire, hiding as 
he advances in bushcs, marshes, 
and glens.

of the wounded would be oxtremely 
difficult without the aid of the canine 
instinct and intelligence

tribes of [Burope for cen- 
turies, while as far back ag 1830 
Norway had an efficient ski army. 
But it was not until winter sports 
became popular in Switezrland some 
years ago that the use of the ski in 
war Was considered at all practicable. 
The Swiss were the first to raise a ski 
army, and they were quickly followed 
by both Italy and France, 

Much of the Alpine territory of} 
both these two countries is impas- 
sable during the winter and in many 
parts it is only by the aid of the 
skieurs that communications are 
kept open during seven months of the 
year. 


Germany and Russia, too, have 
since organized ski armies, the form- 
er using them largely for outpost 


duty in the Black Forest. In equip- 
ment the ski corps closely resembles 
tie ordinary infantry, with the ex- 
ception that the men’s clothing is, 
perhaps, warmer and that in addition 
to their rifles, they are provided with 
spades and axes with which to cut 
roads if necessary, 

But it is for outpost and despatch 
work that the ski corps will probably 
prove most useful. When other means 
of communication fail owing to heavy 
snow, the skieur attaching himself to 
a horse by means of a whiffletree, 
covers long distances at a great speed. 
Both the French and Swiss ski corps 
are trained to accomplish forced | 
marches in this way. 

In times of peace the ski corps of 
Europe have performé’ many _ re- 
markable feats, A colttun of Swiss 
ski infantry is able to tfverse thir- 
ty-seven miles of Alpine territory in 
a day, while Castain Bernard. of the 
French Ski Corps, accompanied by 
twenty-five men, equip with am- 
munition and supplies, ascended the 
Arsine and Colleret in sixteen hours. 

The Czar's ski troops, too, are 
thoroughly efficent. In Finland 
some Russian gskieurs, ia full_march- 
ing order, took twenty-nine days to 
cover 890 kilometres, while ski troops 
alone are able to traverse the moun- 
tainous country of Armenia in severe 
weather, 


“War Teas” in 
German Capital 


' 
Idea is to Accustom People to Fare, 
They May Have to Eat 
Swiss papers tell of the new after-| 
noon ‘war teas" in the German capi- 
tal. There are no thin slices of bread 
and butter at these functions, but 
thick cuts with lumps of something 
which is a cross between oleomar- 
garine and gruyere, The idea is part- 
ly to make Berlin realize what the 
food of the men at the front is like, | 
and also partly to accustom it to the 
fare, which Berlin may be glad to get 
before the war is over. According to 
a writer in the Tribuna de Geneva, the 
fashionable quarter of Berlin is al- 
ready experimenting with loaves of a 
mixture of buckwheat rye flour and 
potatoes.

Banff National Park 


First Important Part of Government 
Improvements at Banff Completed 
To tourists to the coast who will 

use the Canadian Pacific Railway, 

either going or coming, this summer, 
the attractions offered by the railway 
will be greatly supplemented by tlic 
work already done py the Dominion 
government in the development of the 
Banff National Park. While the gen- 
eral scheme of Thomas H. Mawson, 
the well known authority on town 
planning and landscape improvement, 
will be far from completion this year, 
the new concrete swimming pool and 
bath house originally planned by the 
government and incorporated into the 
scheme, has just been completed. The 
pool occupies a site on the side of 
the Sulphur mountain, where there is 

a /arge spring of sulphur water rising 

out of tne mountain side. The pool 

and bath house lle paralle; to the 
mountain side, ‘one end abutting the 
well known basin, the other covering 

a tunnel entrance to the carey, The 

structure of reinforced concrete is 

built upon a bench excavated in the 
mountain sido, 4,575 feet above sea 
level, and about 200 feet above the 
bottom of the Bow river valley of 
which it affords an excellent view, 

The pool itself is 150 feet long and 

35 feet wide, with a depth varying 

from 3 feet to 8 feet. The sides are 

formed by light reinforced concrete 
walls, lined with white enamelled 

brick, and finished at the top with a 

tera cotta scum trough and han1 rail. 

The bottom ig a_ reinforced concrete 

pavement on an asphalt ‘base. ‘the 

bath house has a length of 137 feet, is 

27 feet wide, and 40 feet high. The 

roof will be-used as a promenade, and 

will also provide daylight for the 

dressing rooms, as it consists of 4,000 

square feet of prism lights. To soften 

this light, and also to protect the 
prisms from the steam arising from 
the bathers, there is an arch diffuser 
sash over the drussing room, with 
openings from which the air and 
steam are removed by a fan, There 
are a total of 132 individual dressing 
rooms in the bath house, with fresh 
water shower baths and other es 


facilities.

A Powerful German Explosive 

An officer who has been through 
the entire campaign and is now rest- 
ing before returning to tle front, 
gives some details concerning a new 
and extremely powerful explosive 
which the Germans have been mploy- 
ing for about a month, 

“My battalion,” he said, “facetiously 
calls the missiles ‘bottles of cham- 
pagne.’ They are cylindrical in form 
and about as long as a champagne 
bottle. That is to say, about 12 to 
16 inches long and about 5 inches in 


diameter. We suppose they are filled | 
with liquid air or liquid carbonic 
acid, 


“They are thrown a distance of from 


800 to 400 yards—this is the maxi- 
mum, You can follow the projectile 
through the air and see where it is} 
going to drop. They are apparently 
thrown by means of mortars, and 
when they fall and explode the efféct 
is equivalent to that produced by the 
explosion of a charge of 132 pounds 
of melinite.

Freed, to Act as Traitor 


Assertion of a French Soldier—Pass- 
ports and Large Sum of Money 
Given Him 
Fresh indications of the energetic 
efforts which the German government 
is making to influence public opinion 
in France in favor of an early peace is 
jgiven by a French non-commissioned 
officer who was taken prisoner at St. 
Mihie] on December 81, and has re- 

turned to France via Switzerland. 

After his capture, the soldier says, 
he was taken to Metz, where he 8 
interviewed by the German Socialist 
leader Sudekum, The latier tried to 
work upon the Frenchman by argu- 
ing that France was serving the in- 
terests of England, that 2 separate 
peace with Germany would be for her 
great benefit, and that this could be 
brought about by the combined ef- 
forts of the Socialists of the two 
countries, who would issue a joint 
appeal to the working classes. 

The French soldier feigned: agree- 
ment with the proposal that he should 
be set at liberty to return to France 
and carry ona secret propaganda to- 
ward these ends, Civilian clothes, 
false Belgian passports and a large 
sum of money were given to him, and 
the Germans promised him that if his 
first tour in France succeeded they 
would send him there again with sup- 
plies of pamphlets and placards for 
secret distribution, 

Another of their schemes revealed 
to him was a project for fomenting a 
revoluntionary movement in South 
France, 

The Frenchman thinks, fom what 
he heard, that other French prisoners 
had already been sent back into 
France on similar missions, His cap- 
tors offered to give him another non- 
commissioned officer as a companion 
if he wished, 

He was escorted to the Swiss fron- 
tier and on arriving in France at once 
reported himself to the authorities, 


Fish for Great Britain 


Three Refrigerator Carloads Sent to 
England From Pacific Coast 
Three refrigerator cars, each carry- 
ing thirty tons of halibut, taken from 
the waters of the Pacific ocean, off 
Prince Rupert, passed through Mont- 
real recently, en route for St, John, 
where the fish is to be shipped by the 
steamship Scandinavia to the British

Fire from Calais to Dover 


Weapon Said to Have a Range of 25 to 
28 Miles 

A German military newspaper an- 
nounces that a new naval gun of 16- 
inch calibre, with a range of ¢wenty- 
miles, Leen created, 

Remarkable figures regarding a new 
German naval gun are given by @ Ger- | 
man artillery expert, writing in the 
Artilleristische Monats Hefts. 

In discussing an assertion by the 
London Times that the German navy 
possesses a gun which carries three 
miles further than the best English 
weapon, the writer admits that the 
Krupps are manufacturing a gun 
whose projectile weighs 920 kilograms | 
(about a ton) and which develops a} 
zzle velocity of 940 metres (about 
3,080 feet) a second, 

The experts reckon from these fig- 
ures that the gun has 58 per cent. | 
more muzzle force than the British 
navy’s best weapon, and has a range 
of about 42 kilometres (about 26) 
miles), while the Channel at Dover is 
only 83 kilometres (about 20.5 miles) 
wide. He says it will permit the Ger- 
mans cventually to command — the 
English coast from Calais for a dis-| 
tance of nine kilometres (about 5.6} 
miles inland) with the new gun. -

Big Gun Ships 


Secret of Sea Power is Big Guns and 
Lots of Them 

Interesting deductions made from 
the battle off the coast of Chile on No- 
vember 1, where the British cruisers 
Good Hope and Monmouth were sunk 
by the German squadron under Ad- 
miral Von Spee, and the later battle 
off the Falklands, when British war- 
ships under Admiral Sturdee sunk 
four out of five of Von Spee'’s ships, 
appear in the London Engineer of De- 
cember 18, As already pointed out in 
the Army and Navy Journal, the En- 
gineer reached the conclusion that it 
is the big gun power and speed that 
has told thus far in naval duels, The 
engineer says, in part: 

“Little by little, as one naval action 
follaws another, light is being thrown 
on the various war problems that have 
been discussed in times of peace. A 
few big facts are beginning to stand 
out and the Jesser fry are gradually 
taking their proper place in the pic- 
ture. Karly events, notably the loss 
of the three cruisers gave undue 
weight to the submarine. For a time 
it seemed that Admiral Bacon's theor- 
jes were about to be justified. Then 
came the unfortunate action off Chile, 
followed by the glorious one off the 
Falklands. The destruction of the 
Emden by the Sydney is another case 
in point. The Sydney's guns over- 
bore the small pieces of the mden,

shell will win. 


{six inch, seem to be of little import- 


ance, where bigger pieces come into 
play and we shall have to revise all 
our old theories abot the value of 
weight of metal in a proadside. Thus 
Sir Philip Watt’s design of the dread- 
naught is fully justified. A  dread- 
naught should be able to fight an ac- 
tion without firing anything less than 
her main armament. Her big guns 
would destroy her opponent without 
any help from the secondary pieces, 
It is calibre that counts and in 
the value of fighting 
ships in the future we sliall have to 
consider the primary armament only. 
Whether the smaller pieces will be 
useful for the repulsion of mosquito 
light vessels remains to be seen, It is 
one of the things that war has yet to 
teach us. So far, in the only two ac- 
tions of importance in this connection, 
the smaller vessels have been told 
to clear off as quickly as possible and 
leave the contention to the big ships. 

“Small vessels have not made a 
concerted action on a big ship, and the 
light guns have not been tried on the 
particular duty for which they were 
intended, It must, however, be ob- 
served that if two battleships engage 
they can so pound each other with 
their huge shells that there is little 
probability of a 6-inch gun being left 
available for service even after a brief 
engagement. In all likelihood one or 
other of the vessels would he knock- 
ed out and set on fire, and if not 
sunk, would be at the mercy of any 
smaller craft that chose to give her 
the coup de grace, The conflagration 
caused by shell is a matter of much 
monient, of which we expect io hear 
a great deal when the war is over, 
Everything points in the same direc- 
tion; the big gun—that is, a gun big- 
ger than anything your opponent has 
—is master of the situation. The 
secret of sea power, numbers apart, 
is big guns and lots of them, on fast 
ships.” 


Problem of Germany 


Will Soon be How to Find Men for 


Army, in View of Losses 
The Army Bulletin, in commenting 
upon the German losses in the war, 
declares that a greater part of the 
original regiments must have been re- 
organized, The Bulletin asserts that 
from August 2 until the beginning of 


| December the German army lost ap- 


proximately 2,000,000 men, and since 
that time there have been the battles 
in Poland, Admitting that 500,000 
wounded would be able to return to 
the firing line, the Bulletin says that 
the definite loss, therefore, may be 
esiimated at nearly 1,500,00 men. 
Without doubt, says the Bulletin, 
Germany has an enormous number of 
men in reserve, but these reserve are 
already being drawn upon and are not 
inexhaustible, even incorporating the 
classes of the youngest men, from 17 
to 20 years of age, and those between 


20 and 40 years of age whose services 
' 


were dispensed with in times of 
peace, Germany’s appeals, it is add- 
ed, will be unable to furnish actually 
over 2,000,000, The more Germany 
forms new units, the more will she 


‘diminish the general value of her 
army, and hasten the moment when 
there will be an end to her re- 
sources, 

“An hnportant sitting of the fin- 
ance committee, with Count Witte 
presidjng,” says the Times’ Petro- 


grad correspondent, “decided to offer 
an equivalent in foreign currency for 
gold, either in ingots or coin, in the 
possession chiefly of traders and man-

Articles Given to State to Keep 
Up Needed Supply 
The London Daily Chronicle says: 
“The marked success which attended 
‘Imperial Wool Week,’ in Germany, 
has induced a number of leading jour- 
nals, including the Hamburger Nach- 
richten, to advocate an ‘Imperial Met- 
al Week,’ in which the German nation 
will give one more proof of patriotism 
by sacrificing superfluous copper, sil- 
ver and gold for the uses of the army 

and the state. 

“The greater stress would appear 
to be laid on copper. The possessors 
of valuable bronze and copper articles 
of artistic beauty, or articles regarded 
as heirlooms, are told that it would 
be foolish to part with those things 


as long as the melting pot can be 
filled with more prosaic and common 
things. 


“If every household in the empire 
contributed only one pound of copper 
there would be available 5,000 tons. 

Silver is also greatly needed, There 
are tons of inartistic table silver of 
modern and yulgar design which 
might well go into the meltiug pot or 
the mint. 

“With regard to gold, the Hamburg- 
er paper warmly supports the sugges- 
tion that wedding rings be exchanged 
by their wearers for rings made of 
iron, The idea is put forward that, 
as iron rings must not prove attrac- 
tive to some ladies, diamonds and 
other precious stones might be taken 
from gold rings and set in iron ones,

Swiss Merchants Make Stinging Re- 


ply to German Press Agent 
Literature 

Under the caption, ‘Unpleasant 
Things From Switzerland,” the Frank- 
furter Zeitung in a recent issue pro- 
tests against the tone of letters re- 
ceived by German merchants from 
Swiss merchants, in reply to attempts 
of the Germans to “enlighten” their 
Swiss customers through German 
press agent literature about the 
causes of the war, and the right and 
wrong of it. 

The paper cites the foilowing letter 
received from a furniture factory in 
Geneva: 

“We are in receipt of your circular 
letter of the ist instant, concerning 
Germany and the war, and are glad to 
utilize the resumption of accommoda- 
tions in order to reply as follows: 

“1, Hither you yourself cr your 
government have Deen cheated, inas- 
much as you take stupid lies and sus- 
picions, with which you are being de 
luged, for words of gospel teuth; and 
in that case we can sympathize with 
you sincerely; or, 

“2. Your share in the knowledge 
and therefore in the guilt, of a horde 
of bandits, murderers and highway- 
men, Through your crueltie,s murders 


and thefts, you have placed yourselves | 


outside the pale of the civilized 
world, and your Crown Prince is mere- 
ly the leader of an army of burglars, 
for wherever he goes he breaks up 
furniture and steals valuables !n order 
cheaply to furnish his palaces there- 
with. In a short time the whele civil 
ized world will rise.against you and 
demand the annihilation of this ar 
of burglars. You sought your deteat 
and you will find it, and the world

o* Germans, 

“We should feel ourselves guilty if 
we resumed our business 
with you; for what value can we at- 
tach to your contracts, whether they 
are verbal or (treaties written on 
scraps of paper? , 

“Off with your shoddy wares 
somebody else and never dare to come 
again to us in order to damn us.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says that 
is only one of many letters couched in 
this offensive tone. It cites cnothier, 
published in the Central Pharmacy 
paper, in which a Swiss druggist ad- 
dressed a former German collaborator 
as follows: 

“Mr. B— has told me that you re- 
ceived the iron cross through your 
‘bravery.’ As far as I am concerned, 
IT cannot congratulate you for that, 
and I scarcely believe you can find 
any reason to feel thé least bit proud 
about it. I hope you will spare us 
here in Switzerland from Jooking upon 
this bloodshed decoration of honor. 
What 1] can comprehend least of all 
is that a man who, like yourself, has 
lived for years in Switzerland, 
denly allows himself to be fodled by 
the Pan-Germanistic theories, and 
thereby contributes to outrages the 
rights of nations in this way. For 
every German who has so contributed 
I have nothing but disdain. 

"If you receive my letter (which is 
very doubtful, since the -an-Ger- 
mans abhor the truth and merely work 
with lies), then you will know that I 
wish to see you no more in my place 
of business, I should be afraid to 
touch your hands, stained with blood, 
For that, however, you have deserved 
well 
junkers, who have been prevaring this 
war for years. You may reap t.> har- 


vest of this and bellow ‘Deutsch uber | 


alles’ when your dear Fatherland 
dizzy with death and shame. 
“If you receive my letter, tell me 
where I shall send your things.”
